CANDIDUM 

(Ascension  or  Madonna  Lily) 
Handsome,  large,  fragrant,  pure  white  flow¬ 
ers.  Easy  of  culture;  does  best  when  left  un¬ 
disturbed  after  planting.  Our  bulbs  are  fresh 
from  beds.  Early  June.  Delivered  August, 
September  only. 

DAVURICUM 

One  of  the  most  reliable  and  hardy  lilies. 
The  flowers  are  reddish  and  of  good  size,  and 
the  plant  with  age  attains  a  height  of  three 
to  four  feet  in  good  soil.  June. 

EASTER  LILY 

Seedling  from  the  beautiful  Longiflorum, 
the  Easter  Lily  of  commerce.  A  grand  lily 
with  pure  white  funnel-shaped  flowers  often 
eight  inches  long.  Hardy  here  and  suitable 
for  gardens. 

ELEGANS  IN  VARIETY 
The  number  of  forms  and  varieties  is  le¬ 
gion,  varying  in  color  from  pale  lemon-yel¬ 
low  to  rich  orange-brown,  embracing  various 
tints  of  orange  to  almost  red  and  from  soft 
apricot  to  approaching  crimson;  varying  also 
in  flowering  season.  Stem  roots.  June-July. 

SPECIOSUM  31ELP0MENE 
(The  lance-leaved  lily) 

This  beautiful  lily  is  deservedly  one  of  the 
greatest  favorites.  The  flowers  are  of  daring 
as  well  as  of  beautiful  form.  The  petals  are 
well  rolled  back  as  well  as  being  handsome¬ 
ly  spotted.  Perfectly  hardy  and  appear  to 
thrive  well  in  any  garden.  The  color  is  rich 
carmine  on  white  ground,  with  crimscn  spots. 

HENRYI 

(The  orange-yellow  speciosum) 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  praise  of  this 
fine  lily;  its  constitution  is  of  the  hardiest; 
it  is  very  free  flowering,  reaching  six  or 
more  feet  in  height  when  established,  and 


bearing  up  to  20  flowers,  which  are  of  a  rich 
deep  oragne-yellow,  very  telling  in  point  of 
color  and  well  set  off  by  the  deep  green  foli¬ 
age.  The  fact  that  it  is  seen  doing  so  w7ell  in 
so  many  gardens  shows  its  sound  constitution 
and  good  flowering  qualities.  It  is  one  of  the 
best  lilies  ever  introduced,  and  one  which  we 
confidently  recommend.  Stem-rooting  .  Aug.- 
Sept.,  6-8  feet. 


PARDALINUM 
(Leopard  Lily) 

This  is  one  of  the  best  lilies  of  the  garden. 
It  thrives  well  in  any  soil,  but  prefers  a  well- 
drained,  moist  situation.  The  strong  stems  are 
very  leafy  and  produce  numerous  flowers.  The 
petals  are  recurved,  bright  red,  shading  to 
orange  with  many  rich,  brown  spots,  iiardy 
and  robust.  July.  4  to  5  feet. 

REGAL 

Also  called  “Myriophyllum.”  One  of  the 
most  beautiful,  and  one  of  the  hardiest  lilies 
in  cultivation.  “Lilium  Regale  is  truly  a  roy¬ 
al  lily,  worthy  of  a  place  in  every  garden; 
it  is  a  lover  of  loam  and  sunshine.”  A  vigor¬ 
ous  grower  with  sturdy  stem;  4  to  5  feet 
high,  densly  covered  with  long,  linear-lance- 
elote  foliage.  Center  of  flower  flushed  with 
yellow,  shading  to  white  at  the  outer  edges; 
externally  the  flowers  are  streaked  with 
brown,  shaded  through  the  almost  translu¬ 
cent  petals  with  a  delightfully  pearly  tint; 
the  contrast  between  the  rich  wine  color  of 
the  reverse  of  the  petals  and  the  gold  shad¬ 
ing  of  the  throat  is  extraordinarily  beautiful. 
Very  distinct.  Thrives  in  any  good  rich  soil; 
does  well  in  limestone  soil.  Stem  roots.  July 
flowering. 


SARGE1NTIAE 

A  magnificent  introduction  from  China,  vig¬ 
orous  and  floriferous.  The  flowers  are  fun-

One  of  the  prettiest  little  lilies  in  cul¬ 
tivation.  Early  June.  12  to  18  inches. 

TIGRINUM  SPLENDENS 
(The  Tiger  Lily) 

A  large  form  of  the  old  garden  favorite  of 
old-fashioned  gardens.  The  color  is  orange- 
red,  spotted  purple  on  reflexed  petals.  Strong 
and  hardy  and  the  latest  to  bloom  of  all  the 
lilies.  Aug.-Sept.  4  to  5  feet. 

WILLMOTTIAE 

One  of  the  finest  garden  lilies,  although 
little  known.  Lovely  in  its  graceful  habit, 
slender  foliage  and  heads  of  vivid  orange-red 
flowers  and  kindly  in  its  vigorous  and  thrifty 
constitution.  July-August.  3  to  4  feet. 

HYACINTHUS  CANDICANS 

The  great  summer  Hyacinth,  a  noble  plant, 
quite  hardy,  suitable  either  for  greenhouse  or 
outdoor  cultivation,  throwing  up  in  late  sum¬ 
mer  tall  spikes  3  to  6  feet  high,  bearing  from 
forty  to  sixty  pure  white  bell-shaped  flowers. 
This  grand  plant,  associated  in  a  bed  of  cbo  ce 
shrubs  makes  a  splendid  contrast.  Plant  the 
bulbs  in  March.  It  is  easy  of  cultivation. 

MONTBRETIA 

Sun-loving  bulbs  in  shades  of  yellow,  orange 
and  red;  flowers  from  August  to  October, 
their  fine  foliage  and  free-flowering  arching 
sprays  make  them  invaluable  in  the  summer 


border  or  for  cutting,  and  the  best  varieties 
make  fine  pot  plants. 

TICtRIDIAS 

(Pavonia  speciosa) 

Nothing  can  surpass  the  georgeous  effect¬ 
iveness  of  these  summer  flowering  half  hardy 
plants.  The  effect  when  a  quantity  of  bulbs 
is  massed  together  in  a  bed  or  in  clumps  is 
not  easily  forgotten.  The  bulbs  should  be 
planted  in  March  and  lifted  in  autumn.  They 
are  in  a  sense  the  flower  of  a  day,  but  like 
many  other  short  lived  gems  they  crowd  in 
to  that  brief  period  an  intensity  of  brilliance 
and  splendor  never  attained  by  any  other 
long-lived  flowers.
